The  New  Haven  Community  Schools  have  completed  their  reorganization  program.  Two  of  the  surrounding  primary 
schools  joined  our  rural  agricultural  district  during  the  past  years.  At  present  we  have ' thirteen  districts  with  a  total  en¬ 
rollment  of  926  pupils.  Six  schools  are  being  operated  as  follows:  Bates  with  36  students,  Meade  with  107  students, 
Lowell  with  25  students,  Harris  with  36  students.  New  Haven  Elementary  with  280  students  and  the  High  School  Building, 
which  has  183  high  school  students  and  259  students  in  the  lower  grades.  Pupils  are  transported  by  eight  modern  school 
buses. 


The  High  School  continues  to  provide  a  modern  and  progressive  curriculum.  Students  may  choose  from  the  following 
subjects:  2  years  of  English,  2  years  of  Literature,  Speech,  4  years  of  Social  Studies,  4  years  of  Mathematics,  2  years 
of  Typing,  2  years  of  Shorthand,  Office  Training,  Bookkeeping,  3  years  of  Science,  2  years  of  Agriculture,  3  years  of 
Homemaking,  Teachers  Training,  4  years  of  Shop,  and  Driver  Training.  Also,  to  increase  our  curriculum,  the  correspond¬ 
ence  course  from  the  University  of  Michigan  is  used. 


Because  of  good  use  of  available  space.  New  Haven  is  still  on  the  2-year  Accredited  list  by  the  University  of 
Michigan.  Also  because  the  faculty  is  striving,  diligently  and  faithfully  to  improve  the  quality  and  scope  of  our 
curriculum.  New  Haven  has  been  accepted  as  a  Michigan  College  Agreement  School.  This  means  that  students  graduated 
from  New  Haven  with  a  recommendation  from  the  Principal,  will  be  accepted  in  any  College  or  University  in  Michigan 
regardless  of  sequence  of  studies  taken  in  High  School.
